More  City  Housing  for  the  Homeless 


Standing  before  a  packed  house 
of  policy  makers,  service  provid- 
ers and  formerly  homeless  clients. 
Mayor  Newsom  on  Dec  20  de- 
livered his  second  annual  State  of 
Homelessness  address. 

The  speech,  the  first  of  its  sort 
ever  delivered  by  a  Mayor  of  San 
Francisco,  offered  a  progress  re- 
port on  the  City's  efforts  to  end 
chronic  homelessness  and  iden- 
tified a  clear  path  forward  as  the 
Mayor  moves  into  the  second 
half  of  this  administration. 

Marking  a  major  milestone  in 
his  effort  to  overhaul  the  City's 
homeless  service  system,  the 
Mayor  announced  that  in  just  five 
months  time  Care  Not  Cash,  now 
formally  the  City's  Housing  First 
policy,  will  be  fully  implemented. 

Todatel401  chronically  homeless 
have  been  housed  via  Housing  First, 
an  average  of  57  clients  housed 
every  montK 

In  the  coming  months,  the  City 


will  open  five  new  supportive  hous- 
ing sites,  increasing  tiie  total  perma- 
nent supportive  units  to  1,855  since 
Mayor  Newsom  took  Office. 

And  as  Newsom  noted,  not  only 
are  people  getting  housing,  "they 
are  staying  housed.  Retention  in 
Housing  First  is  better  than  95  per- 
cent. It  is  clear  that  we  are  making 
real,  measurable  progress," 

Other  announcements  included 
the  City's  receipt  of  $17.3  million  in 
Federal  Homeless  Assistance  fund- 
ing as  part  of  the  HUD  McKinney- 
Vento  Grant,  and  the  opening  of  the 
106-bed  Plaza  Hotel  for  disabled 
homeless. 

The  Mayor  also  armounced  the 
2006  op)ening  of  a  new  75-100  bed 
Medical  Respite  Center  that  will 
provide  a  safe  place  for  homeless 
people  struggling  with  medical, 
mental  healffi,  or  substance  abuse 
issues  to  recuperate,  recover  and 
move  on  to  an  appropriate  longer- 
term  setting. 


Jury  EHity  Scam  Leads  to  Identity  Theft 


Scammers  have  been  using  a 
different  method  to  commit  iden- 
tity theft,  according  to  a  recent 
report  from  ScamBusters.org.  Ifs 
called  the  jury  duty  scam. 

A  scarruner  calls  a  prospective 
victim  claiming  to  work  for  the  lo- 
cal court,  claiming  the  person  has 
failed  to  report  for  jury  duty.  The 
person  is  also  told  that  an  arrest 
warrant  has  also  been  issued. 

As  expected,  the  victim  will  often 
rigjitly  claim  never  having  received 
the  jury  duty  notification.  To  sup- 
posedly double-check  incorrect  in- 
formation, the  scammer  will  then 
ask  the  victim  for  confidential  infor- 
mation for  "verification"  purposes. 

Specifically,  the  scammer  asks 
for  the  victim's  Social  Security 
number,  birth  date,  and  sometimes 
even  for  credit  card  numbers  and 
other  private  information. 


Frequently  caught  off  guard  and 
upset  at  the  prospect  of  an  arrest 
warrant  being  issued,  victims  are 
much  less  likely  to  be  vigilant 
about  protecting  their  confidential 
iriformation. 

So  far,  this  jury  duty  scam  has 
been  reported  in  Michigan,  Ohio, 
Texas,  Arizona,  Illinois,  Pennsylva- 
r\ia,  Minnesota,  Oregon  and  Wash- 
ington state. 

In  reality,  court  workers  will 
never  call  to  ask  for  sodal  security 
numbers  and  other  private  infor- 
mation. Most  courts  systems  fol- 
low-up via  mail  and  rarely,  if  ever, 
call  prospective  jurors. 

For  protection,  the  public  is  ad- 
vised to  never  provide  Sodal  Se- 
curity numbers,  credit  card  num- 
bers or  other  personal  confidential 
information  when  receiving  a  tele- 
phone call.

Pardini  also  reviewed  some  of  the 
reCHit  homiddes  which  occurred  in 
the  Bayview  and  noted  ttiat  more 
than  half  were  not  Bayview  resi- 
dents.

A  nice 
man  dressed  in  business  suit  and 
carrying  a  briefcase  walked  up  to 
her  and  said,  "I  noticed  you're 
changing  a  flat  tire.  Would  you  like 
me  to  take  care  of  it  for  you?" 

The  woman  was  grateful  for  his 
offer  and  accepted  his  help.They 
chatted  amiably  while  the  man 
changed  the  flat,  and  then  put  the 
flat  tire  and  the  jack  in  the  trunk, 
shut  it  and  dusted  his  hands  off. 

The  woman  thanked  him  pro- 
fusely, and  as  she  was  about  to  get 
in  her  car,  the  man  told  her  that  he 
left  his  car  around  on  the  other  side 
of  the  mall,  and  asked  if  she  would 
mind  giving  him  a  lift  to  his  car 

She  was  a  little  surprised  and  she 
asked  him  why  his  car  was  on  other 
side.  He  explained  that  he  had  seen 
an  old  friend  in  the  mall  that  he 
hadn't  sem  for  some  time  and  they 
had  a  bite  to  eat  and  visited  for  a 
while  he  got  turned  around  in  the 
mall  and  left  through  the  wrong 
exit,  and  now  he  was  running  late 
and  his  car  was  clear  around  on  the 
other  side  of  the  mall. 

The  woman  hated  to  tell  him  "no" 
because  he  had  just  rescued  her  from 
having  to  change  her  flat  tire  all  by 
herself,  bu  t  she  felt  uneasy.  Then  she 
remembered  seeing  the  man  pu  t  his 
briefcase  in  her  trunk  before  shutting 
it  and  before  he  asked  her  for  a  ride 
to  his  car.  She  told  him  that  she'd  be 
happy  to  drive  lum  around  to  his  car, 
but  she  just  remembered  one  last 
thing  ^e  rweded  to  buy  Sie  said  she 
would  only  be  a  few  minutes;  he 
could  sit  down  in  her  car  and  wait 
for  her;  she  would  be  as  quick  as  she 
could  be. 

She  hurried  into  ttie  mall,  and  told 
a  security  guard  what  had  hap- 
pened; the  guard  came  out  to  her 
car  with  her,  but  the  man  had  left. 
They  opened  the  trunk,  took  out  his 
lod<£d  briefcase  and  took  it  down 
to  the  police  station.  The  police 
opened  it  (ostensibly  to  look  for  ID 
so  they  could  return  it  to  the  man).

Or 
if  she'd  gone  against  her  judgment 
and  given  him  a  lift? 

One  Glass  of  Milk

Choose  V\^ely  in  Donating  to  Charities

During  this  season  of  giving, 
many  Califomiar\s  make  a  heart- 
felt decision  to  say  yes  when  con- 
tacted by  a  commercial  fundraiser 
on  behalf  of  a  charity.  However, 
givers  should  take  precautions  to 
assure  that  their  hard-earned  dol- 
lars are  spent  wisely. 

Unfortunately,  too  many  chari- 
ties receive  too  few  dollars  from 
too  many  commercial  fundraising 
efforts.  A  report  I  recently  released 
shows  that  the  average  charity  in 
2003  received  just  over  40  percent 
of  the  revenue  raised  in  donation 
campaigns  run  by  commercial 
fundraisers.  Approximately  one- 
quarter  of  the  campaigns  pro- 
vided nonprofit  charities  only  15 
percent  or  less  of  the  funds  raised. 

The  Better  Business  Bureau's 
Wise  Giving  Alliance  recommends 
that  charities  net  65  percent  of  the 
revenue  raised  from  commercial 
fundraising  campaigns.  Of  the605 
campaigns  in  California  in  2003, 
only  148,  less  than  a  quarter,  met 
that  standard. 

In  order  to  help  consumers  make 
wise  choices,  my  office  has  pub- 
lished a  "Guide  td  Charitable  Giv- 
ing for  Donors,"  available  online 
at  www.ag.ca.gov/charities.  This 
guide  provides  tips  on  how  to 
make  an  ir\formed  decision  if  you 
receive  a  call  seeking  donations  to 
a  charity: 

Ask  if  the  solicitor  is  working  for 
a  commercial  fundraiser  and  is  be- 
ing paid  to  solicit.  If  so,  ask  for 
prCK)f  of  registration  with  the  At- 
torney General's  Registry  of  Chari- 
table Trusts.  By  law,  commercial 
fundraisers  must  disclose  this  in- 
formation. 

Ask  what  percentage  of  donations 
being  raised  is  paying  for 
fundraising  expenses,  and  how 
much  of  your  donation  will  be  used 
for  the  program  you  want  to  sup- 
port and  how  much  for  the  charity's 


administrative  costs.  California  law 
requires  solicitors  to  disclose  this  in- 
formation, if  asked. 

Ask  for  the  charity's  name,  ad- 
dress, telephone  number,  proof  of 
tax  exempt  stahis  and  registration 
with  Attorney  General  —  in 
writing.  A  charity  or  fundraiser 
should  give  you  materials  outlin- 
ing the  charity's  program  services, 
how  your  donation  will  be  used 
and  proof  that  your  contribution 
is  tax-deductible. 

If  the  solicitor  tells  you  that  the 
donation  is  for  your  local  police, 
firefighter  or  other  public  safety 
agency,  check  directly  with  the 
agency  to  ensure  that  it  is  actually 
participating  in  the  fundraising 
appeal. 

Review  the  charity's  financial 
disclosure  reports  on  the  same 
web  site  as  above 

Charities  with  gross  receipts  of 
more  than  $25,000  must  file  a  fi- 
nancial accounting  each  year 
with  the  IRS  and  the  Attorney 
General's  Registry  of  Charitable 
Trusts. 

If,  after  your  research,  you  de- 
cide to  donate,  make  cliaritable 
contributions  by  writing  a  check 
to  the  name  of  the  charity.  Never 
make  cash  donations  or  give  your 
credit  card  number  to  a  telephone 
solicitor  or  in  response  to  any  un- 
solicited phone  call  you  receive.

All  About  Ice  Tongs

Q.  My  husband  Freddy,  wants  to 
collect  ice  tongs  like  those  his  grand- 
father used  in  the  1 920s  to  deliver  ioe. 
How  can  he  tell  them  from  imple- 
ments that  may  look  the  same  but 
were  used  for  different  purposes? 
Betty  Williams,  Hammond,  DSl 

A.  Ice  tongs  dating  from  the  late 
19th  and  early  20th  centuries,  ranged 
from  hu^  heavy  ones  desired  to 
carry  a  block  of  ioe  wei^iing  as  much 
as  200  pounds  to  lightweight  "fam- 
ily size"  types.  The  smaller  tongs 
have  a  span  of  1 1  1/2  to  19-inches; 
"wagon  size"  tongs  have  as  much  as 
a  24  or  30-inch  span. 

Styles  included  the  Boston  pat- 
tern with  red  handles;  the  Cincin- 
nati, or  chain  pattern,  designed 
with  two  chain  links  at  the  end  of 
each  handle;  the  patent  link,  de- 
signed with  a  two-inch  link  at  ei- 
ther end  of  the  grip;  the  Invincible, 
designed  with  round  grips;  and  the 
Hand  Made,  with  three  lir\ks  of 
chain  at  each  end  of  its  grip  handle. 

Especially  desirable  are  tongs 
with  a  squarish  handle,  like  the 
kind  on  an  egg  beater,  that  worked 
on  a  spring  to  grip  a  14-inch  block 
of  ice;  when  closed  it  could  fold  up. 
Other  desirable  tongs  included 
blacksmith-wrought  ones  with 
pigtail-shaped  grips  that  could 
command  a  hefty  price  depending 
on  workmanship  and  age. 

Manufactured  tongs  can  range  in 
price  from  $10  to  $30  or  more,  de^ 
pending  on  features,  size,  and  type 
Implements  that  resemble  ioe  tongs 
include  railroad  tie  lifters  or  "tie 
tongs, '  which  measure  about  29- 
inches  long  and  have  longer  handles 
than  ioe  tongs. 

Aside  from  what  they  were  origi- 
nally intended  to  be  used  for,  ioe  tongs 
can  be  used  for  other  purposes  too 
sudh  as  schlepping  or  drag^g  heavy 
items  (that  one  can't  carry)  to  the  gir- 
bagecans.

A:  He  can.  But  it  would  not  be  a 
wise  move.  It  was  illegal  for  your 
employer  to  have  transferred  you 
because  a  client  preferred  to  work 
with  a  man.  Customer  preference 
is  no  excuse  for  discriminatory 
treatment.  Regarding  your  forced 
relocation,  an  employer  could  ter- 
minate an  employee  for  refusing  to 
transfer,  because  California  is  anat- 
will  employment  state.  So,  this 
means  an  employer  can  terminate 
an  employee  for  no  reason.  Your 
situation  is  different,  because  your 
termination  is  a  direct  consequence 
of  your  employer's  prior  discrimi- 
natory transfer  If  your  employer 
terminates  you,  it  would  be  illegal. 
If  you  wanted  to  file  a  discrimina- 
tion complaint,  you  could  contact 
the  Equal  Employment  Opportu- 
nity Commission  (EEOC)  at  1-800- 
669-4000. 

Q:  I  work  on  the  computer  all  day. 
Lately,  my  back  has  been  killing  me. 
I'd  like  to  get  a  new  chair  for  my 
desk.  Is  my  employer  required  to 
provide  me  with  one?  -Aching  Ar- 
chitect, Fresno,  CA 

A:  Before  asking  your  employer 
for  a  new  chair,  I  recommend  you 
take  a  look  at  the  website  for  the  Oc- 
cupational Safety  and  Health  Ad- 
ministration (OSHA)  at 
www.osha  .gov.  Their  interactive  "e- 
tools"  helps  you  to  assess  your  com- 
puter workstation  for  ergonomic 
compliance  and  help  determine 
what  equipment  you  might  need. 
Now  that  you  have  gathered  your 
shopping  list,  I  hale  to  break  it  to 
you,  but  your  employer  is  not  re- 
quired to  provide  you  with  ergo- 


nomic equipment.  Of  course,  many 
employers  choose  to  do  so  to  avoid 
potential  workers  compensation 
costs.  There  is  an  exception  if  you 
have  a  disability,  which  under  Cali- 
fornia taw  is  a  physical  or  mental 
impairment  that  limits 

you  in  a  major  life  activity  -  such 
as  sitting.  In  that  case,  you  have  a 
right  to  a  reasonable  accommoda- 
tion from  your  employer,  which 
could  include  an  ergonomic  chair. 

Q.  I  heard  there's  a  new  state  law 
requiring  training  on  sexual  harass- 
ment Does everycTne need  it?  What 
is  the  training  and  where  do  I  get 
it?

passed  AB  1825  which  requires 
employers  with  50  or  more  employ- 
ees to  provide  their  supervisors, 
with  two  hours  of  sexual  harass- 
ment training  by  January  1, 2006,  An 
internet  search  shows  many  private 
organizatioru  are  offering  the  train- 
ing. The  CA  Department  of  Fair 
Employment  ana  Housing  and  the 
Equal  Employment  Opporturuty 
Commission  have  also  teamed  up 
to  present  this  training.  You  can  reg- 
ister at  vww,eeotraining.eeoc.gov.

The  first  community  wxkstwp  "A  New 
Leland  Avenue"  took  place  d  the  Visitacion 
Vafley  Elementary  Schod  on  Oct  22  More 
ttian  50  participants  attended  a  visual  pre- 
sentation by  the  consultant  team  and  Ihen 
tvDke  into  seven  goups  fa  hands  on  exer- 
cises with  teilitatDrs 

The  dscussion  resulted  in  the  ideas  sum- 
marized below: 
Existing  Conditions 

Workshop  participants  described  easting 
conditions  on  Leland  Avenue  as  improving 
but  stil  "starts,  drab  and  uninviting,  v/ft)  ne^ 
ther  color  nor  yeen;"  the  street's  look  is  per- 
ce^red  as  Tojrvdown ."  Paifopants  identified 
vacancy  and  litter  problems  as  causes  of 
this  percepbon. 

Participants  said  they  use  the  street 
mostly  to  fulfill  daily  needs,  ut)lizing  busi- 
nesses such  as  bakenes,  maritets.  ca- 
fes, other  "one-stop  enands,"  the  post 
office,  and  the  library.  The  produce  store 
is  highly  used  and  residents  enjoy  its  out- 
door displays  However,  the  street  is  not 
perceived  as  a  place  to  stroll  down  or 
hang  around 

The  public  resources  such  as  the  library  or 
Schiller  plaza  are  seen  as  often  unavaHaUe: 
accordng  to  most  partiapants,  library  hours 
should  be  longer  and  the  plaza  should  be 
more  open  to  the  public 

The  evening  hours  are  not  active  along 
Leland:  many  partiapants  pointed  to  the  "un- 
attractive lighting"  andiacl(  of  apprapnate  pe- 
destrian lighting  as  contnbutng  to  the  street's 
perceived  lack  of  safety  Part)C5)ants  also 
noted  that  businesses  dose  too  earty  (6  or  7 
pm.)  and  there  are  no  destinations  to  at-

In  spite  0*  some  of  the  above  negative  con- 
notations the  street  is  still  posrtvety  consid- 
ered as  the  center  of  Visitaoon  Valley.  The 
gateway  to  the  nei^borhood,' kncMn  for  its 
"metal  work,  gneenway  and  artwortt.'

Severai  broad  themes  emerged  at  the 
workshop  lor  the  design  of  LeJand  Avenue, 
inducing:

Some  new  businesses  have  recently  open 
and  have  become  popdar,  and  are  pra^ 
far  their  outdoor  displays  and  signage  One 
workshop  partxapant  panted  out  that  per- 
mit fees  for  dsptays  and  sidewalk  seating 
shoukJ  be  streamlined  to  help  merchants 
use  the  sidewalk  space.
